EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


The Greatest Good 


The greatest good for the greatest number. 

That’s a guiding philosophy that should be a basis for 
the action of every thinking voter, whenever he enters the 
polling place to cast his ballot. 

Yet in many cases, history indicates that the greatest 
good has not been the victor at the polls, because far too 
many voters complacently sit back, under the mistaken im- 
pression that the answer is so obvious that it must be 
apparent to everyone. In most cases, after the ballots are 
counted, this great silent majority is shocked to find that 
a minority viewpoint has carried the day. 

This can happen here March 6, when the voters will be 
asked to vote on retention of water fluoridation. 

Probably a majority of the voters favor it, but not to the 
extent of making their opinions known prior to the elec- 
tion. Many will refrain from voting, with the expectation 
that fluoridation certainly will be approved. 

We suggest that retention of fluoridation concerns every 
voter; that each individual should make himself informed 
on the subject; that every voter should go to the polling 
places March 6 and answer the question on the ballot. 

There has been overwhelming evidence indicating that 
fluoridation is effective. Very possibly a majority of An- 
dover’s voters wish to retain this municipal service. But 
if it is to be continued, the majority must get out and vote 
election day. 


Free Service May Boomerang 


Mixed emotions have been apparent, following the an- 
nouncement late last week that the Selectmen and some 
other town officials will work for nothing this year.

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facts — possibly even the Selectmen didn’t consider them 
carefully enough when making their decision. 

Service to the community, through either an elective or 
appointive office, usually winds up costing the individual 
some money. Quite apart from political expenses, every 
officeholder is an obvious target for every drive, every 
sale of tickets, every program of solicitation carried on in 
the community. Attendance at many functions is required, 
as is the expenditure of some personal funds. 

The modest amounts paid the officials usually have just 
about absorbed these costs. 

Is it possible that those who might seek office in the 
future, or those who may be willing to serve in appointive 
positions, will shun this responsibility because of the out- 
of-pocket expenses involved? 

It is even a remote possibility, sometime in the distant 
future when non-payment is an established custom, that 
some official may be persuaded that he is justified in 
accepting gratuities, in sufficient amount to meet the ex- 
penses of holding the office. 

Thus, although we congratulate the present officials for 
their generosity, and their enlightened interest in the 
affairs of the community, we feel that they have done 
themselves a disservice, and may have laid the ground- 
work for serious problems in the future. 


Attend The Hearing 


Feeling has been running high in West Andover con- 
cerning proposed changes in the industrial zone. Thus it 
is apparent that tomorrow night’s hearing at the Central 
School auditorium will be well-attended. 

This is only proper. For the hearing is the best place to 
obtain all opinions for and against the zoning. Following 
this meeting, the Planning Board further considers the 
zoning changes and on amendments to be 
offered at town meeting. Under the law, these amendments

crease it beyond the areas advertised previously. It is

Samuel Rosen, whose garden | 


apartment plans were approved by’| 

the Board of Appeals following 

town meeting action to zone the 
area, this week said he hopes to 
have rentals available by fall. 

Of the 72 apartments, about half 
will fall in the two bedroom cate- 
gory, with one quarter having one 
bedroom and the other quarter 
being three-bedroom apartments. 

The apartment buildings, coa- 
structed of biick, will cover ap- 
proximately 19 percent of the land | 
area, leaving opportunity for 
appropriate landscaping. About 3/4 
of a million dollars will go into 
this construction project, accord- | 
ing to the developer, with the ex- | 
pectation that additional buildings | 
will be erected when the demand 
for more apartments is clear. 

The original plans called for | 
200 apartments at the site, and | 
this still may be realized if the | 
demand exists, Mr. Rosen stated. | 

He pointed out that the average 
two-bedroom apartments contain 
1,250 square feet - nearly as much 
as some houses. 

Rooms are spacious, and many | 
of the ground-floor apartments will 
have their own patios off the living 
rooms. 

Laundry facilities will be in- 
cluced inte basement, and storage 
areas have also been set aside in 
that section. There will be no 
clotheslines, or storage of trash | 
out doors. Incinerators also are 
being provided to take care of this 
problem. 

Rents tor the new apartments, | 
according to Mr. Rosen, will be 
somewhat less than rents for simi-= 
lar apartments in Boston. This is
